NEW YORK, April %.—Chief 
Chauncey Kills-tn-The-Bush Yel- 
lowrobe, whd presided over the 
tribal ceremonies at the adoption 
of President Coolidge into the Sioux 
tribe in the Black Hills, South Da- 
kota, died of pneumonia yesterday 
in Rockefeller Institute Hospital, 
He was 63 years old.

WASHINGTON, April &-—Jo- 
sephus Daniels of Raleigh, N. Cu. 
Secretary of the Navy under Presi- 
dent Wilson, was prevented by 
Senator Walsh (Dem.), Montana, 
from directly repeating before the 
Senate Lobby Investigating Com- 
mittee today his declaration that 
Chairman John J. RaskoD of the 
Democratic National. Committee 
should resign because of his con- 
tributions to the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment. 


Under the questioning of Sena-} 


tor Robinson of Indiana, the reg- 
ular Republican member of the 
committee, he was allowed to tes- 
tify, however, that he wrote the 
recent editoria) demanding Ras- 
kob’s resignation, and that the 
facts in the editorial were true. 

Daniels is supporting the candi- 
dacy of Senator Simmons of Nort 
Carolina, who is facing a stiff figh 
for renomination in the approach-~- 
ing Democratic primary. On the 
Senate floor yesterday, Simmons 
algo insisted that Raskob resign. 

Hearing Thrown Into Uproar. 

The committee hearing was 
thrown inte an uproar when J. E. 
Pierce, editor of “the Huntsville 
(Ala.) Timés and vice president of 
the Tennessee River Improvement 
Association, called Senator Black 
(Dem,), Alabama, a “contemptible 
liar,” and Black retaliated by 
characterizing the editor as “the 
worst coward in Alabama.” A fist 
fight was averted by Walsh, who 
demanded that the “disgraceful 
proceeding” be 
stopped. 

Raskob testified before the cam- 
mittee Friday ar ets ine con- 
tributed about $65,000 to the anti- 
prohibition association over a pe- 
riod of five years. He said hé was 
committed to contribute a total of 
$30,000 this year. Robinson sald 
that he had called Raskob before 
the committee because of an edi- 
torial in Daniels’ Raleigh News and 
Observer under the caption, 
“Should Pay His Debt and Resign,” 
attacking Ragkob. 

Before questioning Daniels to- 
day, Robinson read the editorial, 
which was published last month 
after officials of the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment had testified before the House 
Judiciary Committee that $468,000 
had been spent to obtain modifica.

Ourran Says Robinson Is Wrong

NEW YORK. April 8.-—Maj. 
Henry H. Curran, president of the

“So far as I know, we are the 
only organization of this character 
to do so. We have always done so 
and shall continue to do so in order 
that these affairs may be free f 
any setrecy whatsoever.” 

“These reports are publishe 
documents available to the public 
and they have been already called 
for and inspected by the Senate 
Lobby Committee. 

“Furthermore, I gave the invos- 
tigator‘a bundle of additional pa- 
pers showing just what we do and 
explained all to him orally at great 
length. In addition I have made it 
clear that I shall be glad to ape 
pear before the committee on in- 
vestigation and answer freely and 
frankly whatever question they 
may wish to ask relating to our aa- 
sociation. 

“If the committee desires to 
examine the letters we write to 
each other about our work, in ad- 
dition to the papers on file which 
were thrown open: to. the investi- 
gation, they have only to subpena 
and we shall deliver them at once. 

“Any suggestion that we have 
refused to let the Lobby Committee 
look at our records is so contrary 
to fact that I wish to say so plain-

It was thouglit the speed at which |: 


the engine had been operated 
weakened the propeller, causing a 
blade to snap off as Lambert was 
driving his plane into a headwind. 

Apparently inspired by the aero- 
nautical feata of his cousin, Mai. 
Albert Bond Lambert, dean of St. 
Loulg aviators, Sam Lambert ex- 
perimented with model aircraft} 
from the time he was a student at 
Manual Training School, It was not 
until a year ago, however, that he 
entered the aviation industry, Vir- 
tually having taught himeelf to fly 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field, he 
withdrew from the automobile 
buainess and organized the eircraft 
engine company bearing hig name, 
The company purchased the man- 
ufacturing rights for a light aire 
Plane motor which had been de- 
veloped by the Velie Co. The Lam- 
bert Co: was affiliated with Mono 
Aircraft Co. of Moline, 

Known as Pijot, 

Lambert's confidence in the light 
plane of the type he was flying yes- 
terday and in his skill as a pilot 
led him to perform many daring 
feats in the air. His usual method 
of announcing his arrival over an 
airport was to put the small ship 
into a screeching dive from an atti- 
tude of three or four thousand feet, 
causing employes at the field to 
rush from hangars, He used the 
plane for trips over the country in 
all sorts of weather, forced land. 
ings being a common experience 
for him. : : , 

‘On seven or eight o¢casions 
planes he was piloting have struck 
trees, high tension wires and other 
obstructions, With the exception 
of occasional minor cuts and 
bruises Lambert escaped unscathed, 
Last year he piloted a small ship 
equipped with pontoons from Mo 
line to Washington, making a 
forced landing through a cluster of 
high tension wires on the way. 

Lambert, who was 36 years old, 
resided at 852 Claytonia terrace, 
Clayton, with his wife, Mrs. Helen 
Rosemann Lambert, and their 9- 
year-old twin sons. Since entering 
the aviation business Lambert had 
used his plane to travel between 
Moline and St. Louis several times 
a week. His last visit to St. Louis 
was on Tuesday. 

Cousin Killed in July. 


When an airplane piloted by his 
cousin, George Lea Lambert, son 
of Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, 
crashed

FRENCH DEATH RATE EXCEEDS 
BIRTHS FIRST TIME SINCE WAR 


741,104 Died in 1929, an Increase 
of 10 Pct. and Only 728,540 
ee Born.

PARIS, S April 3. 8.—Statistics is- 
sued by the under-secretary for 
National Economy today disclosed 
that for the first time since the 
war deaths in France during 1929 
exceeded births. 

The excess of deaths over births 
of 12,564 was caused by two fact- 
ors, first a rise of more than 10 
per cent ih the number of deaths 
during the year and second a de- 
cline in the birth rat; which last 
year reached the lowest figure 
since the end of,.the world con- 
flict. 

In 1928 births exceeded deaths 
by 70,205 and in 1920, the first 
year that statistics. for all France 
including Alsace and Lorraine were 
available, the number of. births 
was 159,790 more than deaths. 
The deaths in 1929 totaled 741,104, 
compared with 675,110 in 1928 
and 674,621 in 1920. Births in 
1929 were 728,540, compared with 
746,315 the year before and 834,- 
411 in 1920.

jes to Make Arrest With- 
out a Warrant. 

Federal Judge Faris declared 
yesterday that prohibition agents 
no longer need witness a violation 
of the Volstead act to make an 
arrest or search without a warrant, 
if the offense falla under the pro- 
visions of the recently enacted 
Jones amendment,to the law. 

In ruling on a. demurrer to an in- 
d ent in the case of Mike Radu- 
lovich, who ‘was. arrested . and 
charged with the franspoftation of 
‘liquor in an automobile, which the 
agents searched without a warrant, 
the court declared the search was 
valid even under the old law, and 
added: 

“The passage by ‘Congress of the’ 
Jones amendment has put a new 
phase to this situation. It has 
brought the matter within the pro- 
visions of the old common law, the 
doctrine of ‘hue and cry,’ which is 
400 years old. . 

“While. the transportation -of 
liquor under the original terms of 
the Volstead act was a,mere misde- 
meanor.it was necessary for an of- 
ficer either to actually witness the 
comm: ion of an offense against 
the law to warrant an arrest and 
search or to be properly provided 
with a search warrant. 

“Now, however, as l interpret the 
law, this offense by the terms of the 
Jones amendment has been made a 
felony and this changes the whole 
situation governing the action of an 
officer. 

“It has been the law: for 400 
years that an officer, or even & 
citizen, may make an arrest with- 
out a warrant when h. has prob- 
able cause to beliéve a felony is be- 
ing committed. This is the doctrine 
of ‘hue and cry,’ and while new to 
this situation is old in the common 
law.” 

The maximum penalty for viola- 
tion of the Jones amendment by 
transportation, manufacture, sale, 
importation or exportation 1s :@ 
térm of five- years in the penitens 
tiary or a fine of $10,000, or both. 
The maximum penalty for trans- 
portation under the old provisions 
of the Volstead act was a fine of 
$500 for a first offense. 

In another: case the Judge, in 
sustaining a motion to quash @ 
search warrant served on James

Judge Faris, in sustaining the 
motion to quash the service, de- 
clared it was the duty of the agents 
to serve their search warrant on 
the. first person they encouritered 
in the building and proceed to ex- 
ecute the search. He held that 
search warrants were not issued for 
the purpose of gaining admission to 
homes €or the agents so that they 
could proceed to make a case 
against the residents.

The deadliest product of the 
machine is selfishness, “the cot 
of discord.”

and it alone can soothe the frus- 
tration of man’s arrogance in the 
midst of factors over which, for 
the most part he has no control, 
and so give happiness in the face 
of personal failure.

The anti-nepotism amendment to 
the Missouri Constitution, prohibit- 
ing State, county and 9 spumencse 
officials from appointigg relatives 
to public positions, was held self- 
enforcing in a decision today by 
the State Supreme Court, en banc, 
forfeiting the offices of two Stone 


County. officials for violation of 
the amendment. 

The ruling, in the first court 
test of the amendment since it 
was adopted at a special election 
in February, 1924, makes subject 
to ouster from office numerous 
public officials who have ignored 
the amendment in the belief that 
a legislative act was necessary to 
provide means of enforcing it. 

The amendment forbids the ap- 
pointment by any public. officer or 
employe of a relative within the 
fourth degree, either by. blood re- 
lationship or marriage, to a public 
position. The penalty is forfeiture 
of office, “y*

The Sackground against which

vocal. The chanting of offstage.

A com- 
plete and very snappy jazz revue 
in the midst of a gay crowd of 
moneyed pleasure seekers prevides 
the extravaganza atmosphere in 
which Nell achieves her great ain- 
bition—the signing of.a-stage cdn- 
tract, A later scene therefore takes 
place backstage in a big theater.
